Strangers embraced each other effu- 
sively and shook hands with the fervor of life- 
long friends. Then they would link arms and 
rush in squads to the bars of the nearest hotels, 
shouting as they went, “Rossa is shot!’’ 
Many thousands toasts were drank to the 
heaith and happiness of Mrs, Dudley, who is 
lauded as a heroine. 

Tae Daily Telegraph, commenting on the 
shooting of Rossa, says:

ough sanitation, the laborsof the board would 
be materially lightened and the city itself 
would be in a better condition than it now, 
is. Good health is as important to acommu- 
nity as it istoan individual, but itis fre- 
quently difficult to impress either the com- 
munity or the individual with this fact. 
Obtuseness is the most serious problem 
that the science of sanitation «has 
to deal with. There is also 
an extraordinary amount of carelessuess to 
overcome. 

There are a great many people who still 
believe that disease is a providential affair 
rather than the result ofa violation of the 
laws of health, and these are to be educated 
by precept and example. Once convince a 
householder that sanitation means not only 
economy so far as a saying of doctor's bills is 
concerned, but personal exemption from the 
most fatal diseases, and his education in that 
direction may be said to be complete. There 
isno mystery about sanitation. The hum- 
-blest person may become a sanitarian by 
keeping his premises clean, and insisting 
that his neighbors do the same. Naturally, 
Atlanta is the healthiest city in the union 
and its topographical situation is such that 
iis citizens, by the exercise ofa little care 
and prudence, could easily keep it so; but 
there is no climate under the sun where the 
laws of health can be violated with impunity. 
So, no community that lacks good health, or 
that is subjected to the visitation of 
epidemics can hope to make such progres3 as 
would characterize it under more favorable 
conditions. It thus happens that the ques- 
tion of sanitation is the most important with 
which communities and individuals can con- 
cern themselyes. It is a very practical ques- 
tion, too—and as Atlanta isa very practical 
city in mosts respects, it is to be regretted 
that board of health should have its 
usefulness limited by the exercise of an econ- 
omy that cannot but prove costly in the long 


run. 
Stu]; hampered esit is, the board has ac- 


complished much good, using a wise discrimi- 
nation in the performance of its duties and 
in the applicationof its funds. Thereis, also, 
we are glad to observe, a disposition on the 
part of the city authorities to increase the 
usefulness of the board by increasing the 
esppropriation devoted to its maintenance.

GENERAL GORDON AND HIS RAILROAD. 

\ short time ago a correspondent of the 
Macon Telegraph printed an article concern- 
ing General Gordon’s railroad enterprise in 
Floride, whieh General Gordon’s friends read 
wit! rprise, The statements were circum- 
stantial and precise,and declared that Gen- 
eral Gordon was selling what he did not have 
and could not deliyer—that he had made an 
infamous preposition to the legislature—and 
that he had done little or nothing with his 
road, and that there was no land to satisfy 
his grants with, when he had gone the work. 
In spite of the positive assertions of the cor- 
respondents, all men who knew General Gor- 
don knew that there must be some full and 
adequate explanation or refutal. They 
waited confidently, therefore, for his reply. 

It bas come and it is conclusive. Reliev- 
ing the correspondent of any complicity with 
his informant, he says he will prove ‘‘every 
material allegation false in fact and intent 
and grossly libelous in character.’’ The 
charges may be summarized with General 
Gordon’s reply. The charges were: 

1. That “people are coming into the state 
with their Gordon land warrants from every 
direction,’’ and, of course, found no land. 
General Gordon replies that not one person 
bas ever appeared with a Gordon land war- 
rant for the simple season that nota single 
land warrant has ever been printed or signed 
or issued—not a bond has ever been printed 
or signed—and not a dollar of the money 
subscribed for them bas been touched by the 
company, but every dollar is held by the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company, of New 
York, es trustee. Hesays, “Is it not mar- 
velous that one se lost to every sentiment of 
honor asto utter so wilful and shamefula 
falsehood ?”’ 

2. That there are only 4,000,000 of unsur- 
veyed landsin Florida. General Gordon re- 
plies with a statement from N.C. McFarland, 
commisioner of the general land office at 
Washington, that the estimated erea of 
unsurvyeyed lands in Florida in June, 1883, 
was 7,545,562 acres. 

3. That three roads (not General Gor- 
don's) have been granted respectively 4,000,- 
0C0, 5,000,000 and 1,500,000 acres—the object 
being to show that there is not enough land 
to make the Gordon land grants good. Gen- 
eral Gordon replies that the first road has 
only one year left of the seven allowed it to 
earn i's 4,000,000 acres, and has in six years 
only earned 1,250,000, having built only 125 
miles. The second road has done about as 
much, and the third road has only one year 
left of five aJlowed 1t and has not even built 


ore mile. 
1. That twelve other roads, with the 


three mentioned above, take up the state 
lands, leaving pone for General Gordon. He 
replies that of these twelve roads, four have 
existence only in name, three have merged 
into other companies, and three get their 
lands, by express yesolution, get their lands 
only after all previous grants (including 
General Gordon's) have been satisfied. 

5, That there can be no lands to satisfy 
General Gordon’s grants, and that bheis sell- 
ing what he knows he cannot deliver. Gen- 
eral Gordon replies with a detailed statement, 
making every concession to other roads, and 
showir'g that there is certainly /enough for 
his reed and that after his road is completed 
and all other claims satisfied, the state will 
probably have several million acres left. 

» 6, General Gordon urged the legis- 


lature to lend its indorsement with the 
derstanding that she was not to be respon 
ble for any contract to which it was attach 
General Gordon replies, “This is wickedly 
and foolishly false.” He says that four rival 
lines were opposing him before the legisla- 
ture. It was proposed to amend his grant 
by adding a proviso if the state had the lands 
to give. He opposed this because it implied 
a deubt that did not exist, and was calcula- 
ted and intended to embarrass him by throw- 
ing doubton his grant. This amendment 
was almost unanimously voted down in both 
houses. After this amendment had been 
killed, and all doubt thus removed, his char- 
ter and grants were passed by 47 to 15 in the 
house and 22 to 4in the senate. 


“What the legislature saw and understood was 
this, viz: the animus of the combined oppost- 
tion to this enterprise,the fallacy of the pretended 
exhibit of the public lands, the unwarranted dal- 
lying of some of these corporations for long years 
with the state’s bounty, and the legislature deter- 
mined to turn over these lands to this great line, 
which will be speedily constructed, and which is 
destined todo more for the state and the country 
than any other chartered by that state.”’ 


7. That General Gordon had only made 
the mere show of a beginning. General Gor- 
don replies that only eleven months have 
passed since the time set for the beginning 
of the work, and that 50 miles--much of it 
the bardest work of the entire line—has been 
graded, and that track-laying will begin as 
soon as vessels can reach a Florida port with 
raiis. This is more work, he says, with pro- 
bably one exception, than has ever been done 
in equal time by any corporation that re- 
ceived the state’s bounty, and has been done 
in the face of panic and depression and 
against the most powerful and determined 


cppostion. 

General Gordon makes out a strong case— 
much stronger than we thought could be 
made. The discussion will unquestionably 
strengthen his enterprise, because it has 
cleared away many doubts that existed and 
has given open answer to many insinuations 
and whisperipgs. In concluding his article, 
General Gerdon says, alluding of course to 


the informant of the correspondent: 

“In this letter I have used some strong language 
in reference to your correspondent’s informant— 
stronger than [| am accustomed toemploy. But 
what words are strong enough to characterize the 
conduct of a man who, without proyocation or 
excuse other than a desire to damagea rival enter- 
prise or business, would resort to such untruthful 
statements, would blacken the fair name of the 
state itself by utterly false accusations--would as- 
sail reputations which to their possessors are above 
price and dearer than life? Donot such motives 
and such methods deserve the execratioa of all 
honorable men’’’ 


THE DEFEAT OF THE TREATIES. 

The defeatof the Nicaragua treaty is the 
deteat ofall the commercial treaties that 
President Arthur negotiated and that the in- 
coming president would bave been compelled 
to shoulder if rejection by the senate had not 
relieved bim of them. ‘The Nicaragua treaty 
would bave been especially troublesome to 
the new administration. It was in the first 
place in direct conflict with the spurt of the 
Clayton-Buliver treaty, no matter how much 
it evaded the letter of that treaty. It violated 
that treaty without attempting to annul it. 
Such an attack upon a friendly power, just 
as a new administration is coming into power 
would be very unkind to say_the-*scusl, #uu 
thesenate has interposedy # veto at the right 
time. The new admifpistration will now

When the question 
comes up again it will come up on its merits, 
end the country should be supplied with 
facts to show very closely what the ultimate 


‘commercial treaties stand aside, until they 
are thoroughly canvassed and understood. 
The attempt of President Arthur to control 
general questions by treaty needs to be re- 
buked, and in all these matters, involving 
considerable changes in our pational policy, 
we cannot move too slowly. At any rate, it 
is well not to bamper the new administration 
with projects it bad no hand in deyisiog. 
The subject of the treaties is a broad one, and 
President Cleveland will nct be slow to urge 
the adoption ofall measures, by treaty or 
otherwise, that will tend to build up atrade 
that republicanism has very nearly obliter- 
ated. Our foreign trade at the end of repub- 
lican rule is at its lowest ebb, and if Mr. 
Cleveland’s administration can find means to 
give itan upward start, without undue sac- 
rifices in other directions, it will deserve well 
of the country.

THE DIRECT WAR TAX. 

Twenty-eight states have agents in Wash- 
ington to urge the passage of a bill to refund 
the direct tax levied in 1862 to all states that 
paid it in whole or in part, and to remit the 
tax to those states which failed to pay. Such 
a bill has been agreed on, and aneffort will be 
made to bring it before the house and pass 
it. Itwill take about $20,000,000 out of the 
treasury, most of which sum will go to the 
iarger northern states. New York will re- 
ceive back $2,225,000; Pennsylvania, $1,250,- 
060, and Ohio nearly as much. Nearly all 
the northern states paid the tax in full, 
while most of the southern states stand de- 
linquent.

Georgia is not deeply in- 
terested in the bill, for out of an assessment 
of $584,367 she only paid $71,407. If the 
bill does not go through at this session, it 
will undoubtedly be passed during the next 
congress, for all acknowledge the justice of 
rendering the tax an even one in some way,

THE AMERICAN COUNTESS. 


A Crowded House Greets the Popular M’lle 
Rhea in ‘“‘The American Countess.”’ 

A crowded house greeted M’lle Rhea last night 
at DeGive’s as Hortense in Mr. Howard Carroll's 
new play, “The American Countess.’ There is 
little in the play to recommend it, and the Atlan- 
ta people can now have a chance to ponder over 
the severe strictures it has suffered at the hands of 
the critics. Without position,action and that inten- 
sity of plot which should have characterized a 


work from Mr. Carroll’s fertile 
pen, it has seldom . pleased beyond, 
exciting a medioccra inferest. There are two 


points about it, however, thet give the play 
aponntnngss, to make it what many others do not 
possess. Iltis filled with choice language, well 
rounded periods, contains some timely and well- 
aimed shafts of criticism on the foibles of Amer- 
ican society, and is well acted by the present com- 
pany. It’s ether redeeming feature is the length 
of the acts. They are short, These things, in the 
absence of greater dramatic action, feeling and 

sition, renderthe work,if not powerful, at 
ea t, interesting enough to prevent dragging. 

Mr. Carroll aimed at and calls his play a com- 
edy. Whatever itis, it isnot comedy, although 
there are scenes which evoke smiles and at times 
some laughter. It would be difficult to get farther 
away from comedy than the author hasin “The 
American Countess,’’ Its 
short-lived, and is only moderately fair now, be- 
cause Mr. Carroll wrote it and Rhea 
acts in it. Like a _ picture by a _ noted 
artist, lacking in the authors’ accustomed ex- 
pression, it still has the tone, color and technique 
to make it tolerated, bearing those marks of indi- 
vicuality suggestive of ability, without a careful 
purpose. 

M’lle. Rhea bas always been a favorite here 
since her first appenrense. She has greatly im- 
proved her English, and now speaks with quite 
enough distinctness to be readily understood. A 
better knowledge of English gives her a clearer 


idea of proper emphasis in expression 
of feeling. She may now _ be 
properly classed among English-speaking 


actresses, and aga good one. As Hortense Elmer 
Paliano last evening, she was all that the part de- 
manded, and even more, for she added to it that 
beauty and grace of action which always signal- 
izes her work as perfect,and which no one elise 
can duplicate. A woman with strong impulses 
with the warm, Italian blood an heritage, but with 
a tenderness and trueness of heard ever asserting 
its divine right of ownership, Hortense met the 
malignant attacks upon her mother’s name with 
that show of resentment necessary 
in one born with a strong, passionate 
nature; and in the midst of the virulent endeavors 
of Leopold, her malevolent lover, defended her- 
self with a purpose as heroic as it was womanly. 
Rhea has not earned a world-wide reputation on 
nothing. She possesses a wonderful centrol over 
her feelings, and gives them expression in joy or 
grief with that certainty of effect 
which marks a strong actress. That 
she charmed everybody last night is not, there- 
fore, to be wondered at. She received as much ap- 
plause as her lines would bear, and many would 
bave lauded more because it was Rhea. 

Mr. Edward J. Hurley, as Leopold Sylvia Boraga, 
showed himself an ector of unusual brilliancy aud 
power. He makes an ideal villain, and his 
pert could not have been better presented. The 
Arthur Mortor,of Mr. Sullivan was good, there 
being only one or-two positions in which he could 
éisplay his parts.

ney Stubbs, a gentleman of leisure, with a 
talent for improyisation. Mr. Armory 1s well 
known in Atlanta, and formerly lived here.

The Apportionments Must be Settled by a Confer- 
ence Committee—Mr. May Wants the Sessions 
of the Council Opened With Prayer—Tae 
Mercer Building Question—Btc. 


The general council convened in regular 
session yesterday afternoon, and transatted a 
great deal of business. 

The first item of general interest considered 
by the body was the approximated apportion- 
ment of the city funds. Clerk Goldsmith pre- 
sented two balance sheets; one made out by 
the council and the other by the aldermanic 
board. The two sheets were alike in every 
detail except as to the amounts set aside for 
the sewer, the police and the sanitary funds. 
The differences in the sheets as to these three 
funds was caused by the failure of the alder- 
manic board to concur with the action of the 
council. The balance sheet presented by the 
council conformed to the original report of the 
finance committee, and gave to the sewers, 
$54,781.19; tothe police, $414,797.70, and to 
the sanitary, $19,175.40. The aldermanic 
board’s sheet was sewers, $25,781.19; police, 
$54,797.70; sanitary, $24,175.40. 

MR. BEATIE SAYS. 

When the sheets had been read Mr. Beatie 
moved to non-concur with the board of alder- 
men, and Mr. Garrett seconded it. Mr. Beatie 
then vehemently opposed the aldermanic 
board’s sheet. He said that the indications, 
at least the probabilities, are that the city’s in- 
come this year will be much smaller than it 
was last year. He referred to the shrinkage 
in bonds and stocks, arid asserted that the same 
might be looked for in reference to the city’s 
property. He did not think it right to make 
any particular department a _ pet, as 
it were, but that an equal 
attention should be given to all the depart- 
ments. He then referred to the burglaries and 
petty thefts going on, and declared that more 
than half of them were due to the negligence 
of citizens. He thought the police force a 
good one, and said that six Pegs ago $26,000 
was the amount appropriated to that depart- 
ment. He referred to General Anderson’s 
successiul career as chief of police with lim- 
ited resources and a few men, and said the ery 
for an increase was by no means a new one. 
He declared that the city would not have near 
money enough tocarry it through, and said 
that the wells and cisterns were wholly unpro- 
vided for. Ile said that the uncompleted city 
map wanted money, that money would be 
needed when suiis against the eily were le- 
cided, : id that the > ‘hoolhouses wanted 
paint.
